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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The examiner agrees with Applicant's arguments 
regarding the rejection of claim 1 under 35 USC §1 02(b), and verifies that this rejection is incorrect, as Vance does not disclose or 
suggest applying the 'discriminating layer* without a catalyst on the surface of the catalyst carying porous body. 
Furthermore, Applicant argues that Hoj does not indicate that the membrane is not applied before applying a catalytically active material. 
The examiner respectfully disagrees with this argument. Claim 36 of Hoj is a process for making the catalyst. Hoj discloses forming the 
filtering walls that contain the catalyst (see step (b) of claim 36), and then drying said filtering walls (step (c)). In claim 43 of Hoj, which is 
dependent from claim 36, Hoj discloses adding a membrane layer without catalytically active material to the surface (as well as within) of 
the filtering walls. As such, Hoj implies that the membrane layer does not contain any catalytically active material, let alone on the 
surface.
